WASHINGTON (AP) - Evi­ 
dence is growing that the Nixon 
adm inistration will hold 197 2 
m eat im port quotas to about 
the sam e levels perm itted un­ 
der so-called 
“voluntary re­ 
straint” agreem ents of the past 
two y ears. 
Sources in the Agriculture 
D epartm ent say they would be 
surprised if the 197 2 quota level 
is set above the 1.16 billion 
pounds allowed in 197 1 and 19 7 0. 
Negotiations with supply ing 
countries, including Australia 
and New Zealand which provide 
nearly 7 0 per cent of the meat, 
are being conducted now. Offi­ 
cials 
say , 
however, 
no an­ 
nouncem ent is imminent. 
The departm ent was not able 
to announce the 197 1 quota lev­ 
el until last March 13, some 10 
weeks after the Jan, 1 deadline 
prescribed by law. 
(Quotas for fresh, chilled or 
frozen meat-mostly low-quality , 
grass-fattened beef-are set an­ 
nually under a 19 64 formula 
based on U.S. production. 
During the past two y ears the 
adm inistration has modified the 
quota by using a provision in 
the law which allows the Presi­ 


dent to suspend the restrictions 
in the national interest. Simul­ 
taneously , a larger im port level 
was set, based on the bilateral 
agreem ents. 
In 19 7 1, for exam ple the max­ 
im um 
perm itted 
under 
the 
quota formula was 1.127 billion 
pounds. When President Nixon 
suspended that lid he set anoth­ 
er at lm l6 billion. 
The American National Cat­ 
tlem en’s Association, a leading 
advocate of tighter adminis­ 
tration of the quota sy stem, has 
supported the 1.16 billion pound 
“voluntary ” levels of the past 
two y ears as a preferred alter­ 
nate to opening wide the meat 
im port 
door—as 
some 
con­ 
sum er advocates have wanted. 
One reason that the adminis­ 
tration may keep the 197 0-7 1 
voluntary quota levels through 
19 7 2 is that m eat im ports prob­ 
ably will not total the perm itted 
am ount this y ear. 
Thus, it seem s to some, it 
would not be logical to approve 
an increase when countries had 
trouble filling their 197 1 all(X!a- 
t i 0 n s .

November, 
quota-meat 
im ports 
totaled 
barely over one billion pounds.

BOONE. Iowa (AP) — Times 
are so tough on many super­ 
abundant American farms that 
com -raiser Leon Todd thinks a 
good drought might improve

Record harvests, including an 
overflowing com crop, were 
binned this y ear. But grain 
prices are down and inflation 
has boosted costs. 
Despite this y ear’s record 
output, net farm income for 
197 1 IS not expected to exceed 
last y ear's $15 7 billion 
A result of stagnant income 
is often hardship amid plenty 
for 
the 
independent farm er 
w hether he works his land full 
time or must have a second job 
in town to make ends meet 
So Todd views the size of his 
current corn crop as a burden 
“What it would take to snap us 
out of it would be drought next 
y ear," he added in an inter­ 
view 
"And that wouldn’t help in 
the near future," the Boone 
farm er added, outlining a prob­ 
lem that affects him and many 
of his fellow farm ers; 
"1 don’t want to be a cry ba­ 
by . but in 1950 1 sold corn for 
l i 45 or $1 50 a bushel Three 
y ears later I bought a brand 
new tractor for $2,400 Now, the 
same tractor will cost $7 .000 or 
$8X)00 and corn’s worth a dol­ 
lar ” 
President Nixon has prom ­ 
ised relief for farm ers and gov­ 
ernm ent economists say things 
will get better next y ear Agri­ 
culture Secretary Earl L Butz, 
a controversial new face in the 
('abinet, say s he’ll help the 
family farm er 
But Democratic critics say 
the farm plight is a result of 
GOP mismanagement and that 
Butz. challenged in Senate con­ 
firmation proceedings for his 
previous ties with the agricul­ 
ture industry , has no great feel­ 
ing for the small farm er Butz 
denies this 


An Associated Press survey 
shows farm ers are more dis­ 
appointed 
than angry' about 
conditions. The squeeze, really 
a recession, has been on them 
for a long tim e in the form of 
rising production costs and low­ 
er returns on investment 


“ It depends entirely who you 
are talking to." said C. R. 
Johnston, president of the Mis­

all farmers are concerned over 
the cost-price squeeze over the 
long puli, but right now grain 
farmers are concerned because 
dock strikes and transportation 
shortages are restricting ex­

Cleo Stone, who farms 300 
acres near 'Tifton. Ga.. say s 
“our politicians just don’t care 
any more They are more inter 
ested in cheap food for the con­ 
sumer and the resulting vote 
from that big majority ” 


Figures show a deep and con­ 
tinuing drop in the farm popu­ 
lation that was more than .30 
million in 1940 
The num ber 
dropped to 15 million in 1960 
and today fewer than 10 million 
persons hve on fewer than three 
milUon farnLS 
By 1980 about 
seven million persons are ex­ 
pected to live on a remaining 
two million farms 


But despite a drop in the 
number of farm ers, politicians 
are showing a renewed interest

Fish Anti-Freeze Valuable Question

MCMURDO STATION. An 
tarctica (AP) — Art DeVries 
would like to catch a codfish in 
the cold, cold waters of the 
North Atlantic Ocean—and then 
give it a blood transfusion 
He'd give it the blood of a 
codfish taken from the cold, 
cold, colder waters of .Antarc­ 
tica, to see if a peculiar “ anti­ 
freeze’’ agent in its blood could 
keep the northern cod trom 
freezing to death when placed 
into the water here 
The experiment—no fish may 
ever before have received blood 
from another fish would be 
one more step m pinning down 
facts about the fishy anti freeze 
material, which one day could 
have very practical human ap­ 
plica tio ns 
One possibility is that the 
anti-freeze, made synthetically 
in large amounts, could make it 
possible 
to preserve 
human 
blood for transtu.sions far long 
er than now is possible, bv 


keeping it almost frozen 
It 
might clue plant biologists to 
find anti-freeze materials in 
plants, then to select and breed 
those strains having the most 
anti-freeze and thus the ability 
to withstand unexpected frosts 
and freezes that take an im­ 
mense toll of fruits and other 
crops 
For scientists it might ex­ 
plain some remaining puzzles 
about the structure of water 
and ice. and the structure of vi­ 
tal life molecules composed of 
complex combinations of sug­ 
ars and proteins 


Art DeVries is Dr .Arthur L 
DeVries, an amiable man of 34

ing in the coldest water, right 
under the eight-foot thick ice of 
McMurdo Sound have more of

The 
Crosby Brown Collection of Mu­ 
sical Instruments of all Na­ 
tions. probably the finest m the 
world, finally has a permanent 
installation at the MetropoliUm 
museum of Art 
For many years almost the 
whole collection, now number­ 
ing about 4.000 items, has been 
kept in storage, and only occa­ 
sionally were there temporary 
exhibits 
But recently the Andre Mer- 
tens Galleries for Musical In­ 
struments were opened through 
a gift from Mertens’ widow 
Mertens was one of the world’s 
most 
prominent 
impresiinos 
and concert managers 
Curator Emanuel Winternitz. 
who has been in charge of the 
collection since 1942. chose 800 
instruments for the pernuinent 
display in the new gallenes 


The 73-year-old curator firm­ 
ly believes the Crosby Brown 
Collection is the world’s best 
He concedes there are fine col­ 
lections at the Brussels Con­ 
servatory and at Yale Univer 
sity, but says neither one of

Back in the 1870’s Mrs John 
Crosby Brown, wife of a New 
York banker, happened to stn* a

struments and her collection 
was under way 
In 1889 Mrs Brown donated

Among the instruments of 
note are three Stradivanus vio­ 
lins and one of the three known 
Cnstofori pianos and this one 
still IS in playing condition 
Cnstofori invented the piano­

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antarctic cod Cold seems to be 
a challenge for the fish to start 
producing the anti-freeze 
Presumably, he says.

DeVries and associates, in

DeVries explains 
The anti-freeze may work 
through binding hydrogen—wa­ 
ter IS two parts hydrogen to 
one part oxygen—so that water 
molecules cannot change into 
ice crystals very easily, he 
adds the molecules are more 
like random coils than spheres, 
and so offer large surfaces to 
interact with surrounding water

You could help a great deal 
by stating what happens to a 
})erson suffering from an attack 
and what we could do to help 
while waiting for a doctor or 
ambulance 
There 
must 
be 
something specifii’ that might 
even save a person or things one 
should not do 
Dear Reader — A very good 
question About one out of four 
deaths in this country is from a 
heart attack 
Briefly here is 
what 1 recommend

Let the victim lie on his 
side with his face on the side 
and turned downward This will 
prevent his tongue from falling 
back

Do not try to give him

Fla (AP) - The 
mother of an American prison­ 
er of war in North Vietnam has 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
the response to a question she 
posed to President Nixon and 
says “ the President does not in­ 
tend to withdraw from Vietnam 
ever. 
“ This means our boys will 
never come home,” Mrs Ger­ 
ald A. Gartley said Sunday. “ A 
good many families (of prison­ 
ers) think the President is us­ 
ing their sons as an excuse to 
stay over there ”

Mark Gartley. 
was shot down on a mission 
over North Vietnam in August 
1968

President Sunday night, posed 
one question which he said 
came from Mrs Gartley. 
She inquired whether the 
United States had asked the 
North Vietnamese if they would 
release the prisoners and guar­ 
antee safety of withdrawing 
U S forces in exchange for a 
declared pullout deadline.

Centuries old klongs, broad

The problem is that it’s easy 
to clog a klorig And high-pow­ 
ered water taxis with higher- 
powered tourists are wearing 
steadily away at the Buddhist 
stoicism of the residents

famed "Floating Market,” a 
waterborne 
supermarket

silks and sugarcane at a busy 
intersection where traders in 
caiKH's do their own dealing

morning 
an 
unending 
stream of fantail tour launches 
winds among the bobbing boats 
stuffed with flowers and char­ 
coal Water-taxis weave in and 
out. with four-cylinder engines 
and 
pole-mounted 
propellers 
spewing spray. 
An old woman paddling her 
chilis doesn’t miss a stroke as 
a motorized sampan douses her 
from stern to bow with choco­ 
late-colored water. 'Two women 
deftly ran their oats into the 


water to keep from capsizing 
nearby. 
Occasionally there is a re­ 
ward for the suffering. 
“ I ’ve 
seen 
many 
farangs 
(foreigners) fall in the water, ” 
said one Thai with ill-concealed 
glee. “ They find it hard to keep 
their balance....” 
Countrymen cause as much 
exasperation as farangs in the 
floating traffic jams. Thais gen­ 
erally drive on the klongs the 
way they drive on the streets— 
flat out. 
But cluttered klongs are just 
another urban problem around 
here, and the canals still have 
their advantages. The kids can 
jump out the front window and 


it’s as good as membership in a 
swimming club. 
Residents step out of their 
sagging teak houses and bathe, 
casually 
ignoring 
what 
the 
neighbors are doing in the 
klong upstream. Garbage dis­ 
posal is never a problem, nor is 
hauling in water for laundry. 
The butcher paddles to the 
door every day. Two honks of a 
trademan’s horn means the tea 
man has arrived. Honks in a 
different key announce the cof­ 
fee man. 
Schoolboats take the chil­ 
dren off to classes at the 
temple. Barges bring cement 
and timber when any construc­ 
tion must be done. No one wor­ 


ries about flat tires and leaky 
radiators. 
When there’s no rush hour, 
cruising along the klongs is a 
pleasant way to pursue the 
gentle life, floating by spec­ 
tacular temples with gilded 
conical 
stupas and

peaked roofs set off among 
Rowers. 
Bangkok has had to fill in al­ 
most all of its klongs to build 
roads. Now some experts say 
the city’s watery base is drop­ 
ping underneath and Bangkok 
might be underwater in 20 
years.
